UNIFORM PRICE LAW VALID 


South Dakota W in s Case in Federal 
Supreme Court. 


W ashington. Dee, 3.— The supreme 
court, in an opinion by Associate Ju s ­ 
tice Holmes, upheld the validity of a 
statute of South Dakota which makes 
it unlawful for any person, corpora­ 
tion or other dealer in a commodity 
in general use to sell such a commod­ 
ity at a lower price in one locality, 
making due allowance for difference 
in cost of transportation and distribu­ 
tion, than in another locality. 
The case was brought to the su­ 
preme court by the Central Lum ber 
company, a 
corporation 
which was 
proceeded against in one of the local 
courts of South Dakota for violating 
the statute. 
The lumber company de­

to

against it on the ground that the law 
violated the federal Constitution. The 
case was carried to the supreme court 
of South Dakota, which upheld the

road Company to 
Divest Itself of 


Stock It Owns in the Southern Pa­ 


cific Railroad Company Is Regarded 


■ s a Severe Blow to Many Other 


Combines of a Sim ilar Nature. 


Washington, I>*e. 3.— A revolution 
in railroad control Is preelpit ¡ted by 
tho decision of the United State su­ 
preme court, ordering the Union Pa­ 
cific Railroad company to divest itself 
of the stocks it owns in the Southern 
Pacific Railroad company. 
Great railroad systems, combining 
competing lines, no longer are pos­ 
sible in this country as a result of the 
application of the Sherm an anti-trust 
law to the Union Pacific-Southern Pa­ 
cific situation. 
A railroad may acquire connecting 
lines, as shown by the authorization 
given by the court to the Union Pa­ 
cific to retain possession of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific, owned by the Southern 
Pacific, 
This w ill enable the Union 
Pacific to run from the Missouri river 
to the Pacific coast. 
But no matter how far apart two 
railroads are they cannot be embraced 
in the same system if they compete. 
Thus the Union Pacific is prohibited 
from controlling the Southern Pacific, 
though at points these roads are dis­ 
tant 1.0U0 miles from each other. 
Applying the same principles as th« 
court laid down in the Union Pacific- 
Southern Pacific merger it is the opin­ 
ion of lawyers that, among others, the 
following 
roads 
must divest 
them­ 
selves of the control they have of 
competing lines included in their sys­ 
tems: 
New York Central, which controls 
the Michigan Central and Lake Shore, 
two competing roads bet ween Chicago 
and Buffalo. 
New York Central, which through 
the Lake Shore, controls the Big Four. 


New York Central Hard Hit. 


New York Central, which controls 
the W est Shore railroad. 
New York Central and New York, 
New Haven and Hartford, which con­ 
trols the Boston and Albany railroad. 
l.ake Shore, which controls tho New 
York, Chicago aud St. I ajuI s . 
Pennsylvania, which owns the Penn* 
sylvania lines and the Pan Handle. 
Illinois Central, which controls the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley, and the 
Union Pacific, which owns more than 
25 per cent of the 
Illinois Central 
stock. 
Chicago and 
Northwestern, which 
controls the Chicago, St. Paul, Minne­ 
apolis and Omaha railroad. 
Great Northern and Northern Pa­ 
cific, which jointly control the Bur­ 
lington. 
Missouri Pacific, which controls the 
St. Ixmis, Iron Mountain and South­ 
ern. 
Union Pacific, which controls the St. 
Joseph aud Grand Island. 
Canadian Pacific, which owns the 
Soo line and the Duluth, South Shore 
and Atlantic. 
There are other roads nlso which, it 
Is believed, w ill fail within the scope 
of tlie decision of the supreme court, 
but in all the cases the facts as de­ 
veloped will naturally have an 
im­ 
portant bearing upon the question of 
whether or not the lines they control 
are competing. 
The decision means that the Harri* 
manization of the Am erican railroads 
cannot be effected. 
In other words, it 
is im|x>ssib!e for a great captain of 
trans|>ortution to seize road after road 
and combine them into a single sys­ 
tem whether they are competing or 
not.
